SECOND CLASS CITY
IS IMPRACTICABLE

80 BAYS EX.CITY BSOLICITOR
JAMES H. TORREY.

Under Present Conditions the Trans-
ition from a Third to a BSecond
Clnss Government Is Hindered by

a Seemingly Insurmoumntable Ob-
stacle—There Is No Compiete Code
for Second Class Cities, the Present
Second Class Cities Being Governed
Partly by Old Special Charters.

According to James H, Torrey, the
project of making Scranton a second
clase city I8 Impracticable under pre-
rent conditions Mr. Torrey s one
of the leading authoritieg of the sginte
on municipal law and has given this
subject especinl study during the past
few weeks, being a member of the
iegislation and toxes committee of the
board of trade, which Is to report on
the matter at the next meeting.

The great obstacle to the contem-
plated transition, Mr. Torrey says, 8
the fact that there is no complete code
of laws for the government of a gecond
vinss clly.

Pittsburg and Allegheny were work-
Ing under specinl charters when they
became second class citles They pre-
gerved to themselves such of the lawse
embraced in the chorters as they gaw

fit and only took on stuch new laws
as were necessary o compicte their
coile of government,
ARE NOT BUFFICIENT.

Thoge supplementary laws compriss
the only leglslation that there s ex
tant for the government of second
clasa eitles, In themselves they fall
far short of being sufliclent and ns
the enactment of additional laws to
make a complete code for a #econd

cliass oty would undoubtedly maet with
opposition from the present second class
clties, Beranton would find Itself work-
ing under a code that would be lnck-
ing In gome of the most essential pro-
vislons of municipal government.

Seranton had a gpeclal charter In
1866, but surrendered it in 1556 to ac-
cept the act of 1804, Latey it came

under the provisions of the act of 1880
